PROVOKED 



Soldiers Fire Into Large 
Crowds of Workmen 
on Streets. 



SIXTY-TWO KILLED. 



Many Women and Children 
Fall Before the Murder- 
ous Bullets. 



Warsaw, May 1.— Nearly one hun- 
dred persons were killed or wounded 
the disturbances at various quar- 
ters in Warsaw today. The troops 
were apparently uncontrollable and 
violated all orders to act with mod- 
eration. They fired into crowd3 of 
demonstrators, and the workmen, in 
taliation, resorted to the use of 
fire arms and bombs. Many women 
and children are among the dead 
and dying. 

What approaches a reign of ten 
exists tonight. The temper of the 
entire community augurs ill. Glo- 
rious weather ushered in May 
and the streets were crowded. No 
untoward incident was reported un- 
til afternoon when a procession of 
several thousand workmen, carrying 
red flags, marched along Zelazna 
street. The demonstration was 
quite orderly and proceeded with- 
out molestation for some distance. 
Suddenly several squadrons appeared 
and took up a position along the 
walks while the workmen passed 
mgh the lines. The company of 
ntry approached from the front 
and immediately the cavalry 
charged into the procession driving 
it with the flat of the sword into, a 
disorganized mass. When the 
cavalry withdrew the infantry fired 
a volley, whereupon the demonstra- 
tors turned and fled. The infantry 
continued to discharge volleys into 
retreating and shrieking multi- 
tudes. 

Thirty one persons were killed and 
many wounded, and of the latter it 

believed fifteen will die. 

The shooting was quite unpro- 
voked, and aroused the most intense 
indignation among all classes. 

Another terrible scene was enact- 
ed later when the workmen fired 
from behind a wall at a patrol, 
which immediately opened fire on 
passing crowds, killing or' wounding 
twenty persons. 

The first bomb throwing occurred 
at 9:35 tonight when a bomb was 
thrown into a Cossack patrol. 

Three Cossacks and one policeman 
ere killed and two women were 

verely injured. 

The Cossacks and infantry fired a 
amber ot volleys and it is reported 

many iKjrsons are killed or wounded. 

It is impossible to secure accurate 

information as to the casualties of 

this affair. 
There were many other disturb- 
lces and a number of other people 

killed. 

Today's bloodshed is likely to se- 
riously effect the situation and may 
cause a general strike.

Admiral Togo's Problem. 

The problem before Admiral Togo 
as t lie Russian [laltir fleet approach- 
ed the China Sea had become infin- 
itely more complicated and serious 
than even the result of a great battle 
between the two Meets. Ever since 
the first attack on fort Arthur (on 
Feb. 8 and '.» of last year) Admiral 
Togo's tactics have been those of a 
statesman as well as those of a naval 
commander. Those who have criti- 
cised him for n,,t dosing in with the 
Russians at Port Arthur and destroy- 
ing them in a great fight between 
battleshi] tin n arc many who 
have thus criticised him severely) 
have forgot t. n that ,,ld homely pro- 
verb which says. Don't put all your 
eggs in one I lasket. 'The entire Japan- 
ese navy is at present in active ser- 
vice und-T Admiral Togo. He has 
only five battle-hips, and it will not 
b* possible within the next year or 
sofor Japan to build another first- 
class fighting ship. During the war, 
neutral countries cannot sell her any. 
Admiral T . , and the naval depart- 
ment at Tokio have not forgotterfthe 
"friendly ad-, i.v" given Japan at the 
close of be,- .var with China, and 
backed up i \ the combined fleets of 
Russia. Germany, and France. The 
Island empire wants no more of such 
"friendly advice," and Admiral Togo 
has been too shrewd and cautious to 
risk, for the spectacular advantage 
of an open-sea fight, the right arm 
of his nation, which alone would 
command respect incase of a possi- 
ble European anti-Japanese coalition 
at the end of the war. Therefore, 
not even for the sake of the dra- 
matic unities, or the news correspon- 
dents of the rest of the world, 
has Admiral Togo been willing to 
risk his battleships unnecessa- 

rily.— From Progress of the World," 
in the American Monthly Review of 
Reviews for May.

AX EXQUISITE JAPANESE CTR . 
TURE NEAR BRUSSELS 

The Beauty and Luxury Loving Mon- 
arch Adds Another Opiu io His 
Possessions— Wonders of 
the Place. 

It is at Laeken. and close to the king t 
palace, i.enr Brussels, t hat t lie Japanese I 
pagoda reaches lar up Into the quiet. | " 
monotonous sky ol t landers it stand;

| lonely stranger who refuses to sing tlx 
songs of his native land In a place ol 
exile. But its magnificence and rich col- 
oring give a welcome note of warmtfj 
and brightness, and It Is so beautilui 
that no lover of Japanese art should 
fall to visit it, even though Just at pres- 
ent the interior is not open to the pub- 
lic. 

When King Leopold first conceived 
the idea ot placing a Japanese pagoda 

on this spot, he found the rocky site he 
had thosen so uneven that towards the 
road great masses of stone have been 
built up. so as to form a stable and even 

base for the great structure. Then It 
seemed too perched as it stood alone to 
look artistic, and a large pavilion or 
wing has been added which serves as 
entrance and stalr.ase to the actual 
tower. 

Both edifices, just completed, are mar- 
vels of carving and gilding. Some ot 
the most beautiful specimens of Jap- 
anese art, and indeed the greater part, 
if not the whole, of the exterior of the 
pagoda were bought by the king from 
the Japanese section at the last Paris 
exhibition, and since then his majesty 
— who takes the greatest interest in his 
novel erection, superintending every- 
thing—has employed agents to hunt 
Japan for treasures. 

Our photographs, just taken, give an 
excellent idea of the beauties or the 
buildings, though the color scheme is, 
of course, lost. A double row of rail- 
ings protects, from passers-by, the wood 
of the pavilion, which is of a rich bright 
brown, and deeply carved. Here and 
there it is touched with red and black, 
brightened with gilding, and ornament- 
ed with plaques of gilded bronze. The 
pagoda itself is dark red, relieved with 
gold and blatk. and its ruddy-tip-tilted 
eaves, like burled petals, suggest, as 
they rise one above another, some tall, 
strange flower. 

Two large double doors, exquisitely 
carved, open on each side into a small 
square hall. That near the road is for 
ublic access, that towards the park is 
the royal entrance. 

A short flight of steps on entering, 
and the visitor turns to find himself 
In the grand staircase, which occupies 
the whole of the pavilion. Splendid as 
are the decorations, the stained glass 
windows form the special - attraction 
here, being the work of the Frenchman. 
Jallant. from designs by the best Jap- 
anese artists, this art being one which 
the Japanese have yet to acquire. They 
are extremely thick, with much relief, 
painted, and experts consider their rich- 
ness »nd rnetlownpKK of coloring but

The large hall on the ground floor la 
a marvel of lacquer and rich decoration. 
The pillars, which line the walls and 
form corners, are covered with splendid 
repousse gilded leather, and there is not 
an Inch of space which is not beautified 
with lncrusted lacquer, carving, or gild- 
ed bronze. The ceiling is painted With 
flowers In roundB on a white ground, and 
floor is covered with the finest Jap- 



The hall on the first floor Is, if pos- 
sible, more beautiful. Here the lacquer 
panels, lncrusted with pearl. Ivory, etc.. 
are even more spleudld, the carving 
deeper, the gilded leather more mar- 
velous In design and richness.

Chicago, May 3.— The progress of 
the teamsters' strike in Chicago was 
marked yesterday by savage fight- 
ing, and during the day one man 
was killed and many were injured.

The railroad men, who were 
relied upon to aid in influencing the 
team owners, have declined to be 
drawn into the controversy.

STATE CENTRAL 



Committee to Meet in Frank- 
t fort May 9. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 3. -The 
Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee will meet at the Capitol Hotel 
here at noon on Tuesday, May 9, 

next. 

The purpose of the meeting is 
consider a question presented by 
Charles Sommers, of Hardin county, 
chairman of that county, and of the 
senatorial district committee of the 
district composed of Hardin, Bullitt 
and Grayson counties, ai to the le- 
gality of a nomination held for State 
Senator made by a convention held 
in one county of a district; 
approve recommendations to be 
made, of committeemen in Coving- 
toif^Land Newport. Other small 
matters, of which the chairman has 
not yet been notified, may be called 
up and disposed of. 

The question presented by Mr. 
Sommers grows out of the calling of 
a county convention for Hardin 
county in August next to select the 
nominee for State Senator for that 
district. The Hon. W. W. Tabb, of 
Hardin, the only announced candi 
date tfor the nomination at the time 
of tm District Committee's action, 
favoifed a primary election either in 
the-Arhole district or in Hardin 
county, but the committee called a 
convention, and in its call designated 
Mr. Sommers to act as temporary 
chairmain. The Hon. George 
Holbert, of Hardin, entered the race 
shortly thereafter, and there soon 
followed a demand for a primary 
election in the whole district. The 
Grayson county committee and 
Democrats are strongly urging 
and Mr. Tabb's friends insist 
either a primary in Hardin county 
or in the three counties. Mr. Som- 
mers contends that by primary elec- 
tion in one county a nomination for 
the district cannot legally be made. 

Under the agreement of rotation, 
it is Hardin county's time to furnish 
the nominee for Senator, and it is 
probable that the State Committee 
will either direct a primary in the 
whole district, with only Hardin 
county candidates, or a primary in 
Hardin county. There will be no 
conjggt over the approval of com- 
miSBwn in Covington and New- 
port.

Will Use the, Lines of the I. 
C. From Here to Pa- 
ducah. 



Good news to all Paducahans will 
be the fact that reliable information 
points to the great Frisco railroad 
system coming through here in open- 
ing its lines from St. Louis to Nash- 
ville and the southeast, and that con 
tracts to get the road over the route 
are already being entered into, says 
the Register. 

The Frisco line controls the Chica- 
go, and Eastern Illinois railroad 
which has its terminus at Joppa, 
eighteen miles below this city on the 
Ohio river. It is also generally un- 
derstood that they have bought the 
Tennessee Central railroad, which 
runs from Hopkinsville, Ky., down 
to Nashville and then on over 
through eastern Tennessee. Now 
the road wants to form a link that 
will connect the C. & E. I. terminal 
at Joppa with the Tennessee Central 
at Hopkinsville. Looking towards 
this end it is reliable reported that 
they have arranged with the Illinois 
Central to use the latter '* tracks 
from this city to Hopkinsville where 
they get into the Tennessee Central 
tracks. To get from here to oppo- 
site Joppa the Frisco i3 preparing to 
build a stretch of track, while they 
have already signed contracts with a 
steamboat company to transfer their 
trains from Joppa over to the Ken 
tucky side of the river, and onto the 
rails for the new and short division 
to be run from here to a point oppo- 
site the Joppa terminal. The con- 
tract about this transferring is a 
sure thing as a prominent citizen of 
Paducah while visiting his son last

the first wife of a brilliant young 
lawyer who afterwards became Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. As a girl she 
was Miss Amanda Leavy, a daugh-' 
ter of William Leavy, of Lexington, 
Ky. She was horn in 1804 and died 
in 1829. 

Chas. S. Morehead was born in 
Nelson, county. Ky., July 7, 1802 
and his education was completed at 
Transylvania University, Lexington, 
Ky., from which he graduated with 
honors. He came at once to Hop- 
kinsville and located for the practice 
of law. In a few years he returned 
to Lexington to claim as his bride 
the young girl who is buried here. 
He rose rapidly as a lawyer and 
politician and was elected to the leg- 
islature in 1828 and re-elected in 
1829, receiving almost the unani- 
mous vote of the county. His young 
wife died while he was serving his 
second term and he did not return 
to Hopkinsville, but located in Frank- 
fort. He wad Attorney General in 
1832, tfmi in 1838 was again elected 
the legislature from Franklin 
county ami re-elected several times. 
He was elected Speaker in 1841 and 
served three terms. In 1847 he was 
elected to Congress and served till 
1851. After one more term in the 
legislature, he was elected Governor 
1855 on the Know-Nothing ticket, 
by 4,403 majority over Beverly L. 
Clark. In 1859 he moved to Louis- 
ville and was a delegate to the 
"Peace Conference" in Washington 
February, 1861. He was arrested 
and thrown into prison for several 
iths on a charge of sedition, but 
was allowed to return to Kentucky 
in January, 1862. Learning that he 
was to be arrested again, he fled to 
Canada and subsequently to Europe. 
After the close of the war he located 
at Greenville, Miss., on a plantation, 
where he died December 22, 1868. A 
large fortune was swept away by 
the war and he died poor.

James H. McLaughlin and his 
wife, Sarah C. McLaughlin, were 
buried near the southern edge of 
the cemetery. The headstone of the 
latter still remains, but that of the 
pioneer has disappeared. It is said 
that many of these slabs have been 
removed and put to various uses, 
during the forty years that the cem- 
tery was an abandoned briar field. 

Jas. H. McLaughlin was the sec- 
ond clerk of the circuit court, really 
the first one, for his predecessor had 
served but one year as pro tempore 
clerk without a commission as clerk. 
He entered upon his duties March 4, 
1804, and was a faithful and efficient 
officer and his records are still en- 
during monuments to his fitness for 
the place. They are, after 101 years, 
still models of neatness and are 
written in a clear and* legible hand. 
He was one of seven lawyers licensed 
at the first court held in the county 
and was a man of liberal education. 
Joseph Duncan, his nephew, who 
was a deputy in his office.afterwards 
became Governor of Illinois and a 
famous soldier and politician. 

Mr. McLaughlin served as clerk 
for many years and was succeeded 
by Nathan S. Dallam. The family 
longer represented in this sec- 
tion. 

Cock. 

the extreme western end of the 
story is the grave of Ephriam 
Cock, who was born in 1753 and died 
in 1838. As he was 23 years old 
when the war of the Revolution be- 
gan, it is almost certain that he was 
soldier in that struggle. Reference 
made in Perrin's History to Col. 
John W. Cocke, of Virginia, who 
came to this county in 1820 and built 



city is still called the Cocke's Mill 
road. This may be a kinsman of the 
Colonel, but we can find out nothing 
definite. There are now no families 
bearing thtoname nearer to Hopkins- 
ville than Robertson county, Tenn. 

The year that Mr. Cock was 
buried was a memorable one in the 
history of Hopkinsville. The Chero- 
kee Indians were transferred from 
< leorgia to the Indian Territory and 
W.0O0 of them passed through Hop- 
kinsville in detachments of 1,200, 
with all their live stock, crossing th< 
Ohio at Golconda. The old and in 
firm were carried in wagons and oi 
horseback. All were escorted b} 
soldiers. Hopkinsville was one o: 
the supply stations nnd detachments 
passed every 48 hours, occupying it 
turn a camp on the east bank of 
Little River, near Cate's Mill. 
Many of the Indians were civilized 
and there were numerous deaths in 
the camp here. Two of the princi- 
pal chiefs, Fly Smith and Whitepath, 
were among those who died and 
they were buried on the river bank 
with impressive ceremonies and 
eloquent funeral orations 
livered by Indian orators in the 
presence of a great crowd. 

York. 

Near the center of the cemetery, 
under a towering forest tree, side by 
side, are the graves of Benjamin 
York and his wife Malinda York. 
They died the same month, August 
1825, and the date, somewhat ef- 
faced, seems to be the same on both 
headstones. Benjamin York, Sr., 
was one of the earliest settled. He 
was a blacksmith, in those days an 
indispensible factor in the life of 
every community, for even the nails 
were made by the blacksmith. David 
Saffarans was 'the tinsmith of the 
town and both reared families. 
When quite young Benjamin York, 
Jr., and Malinda Saffarans were 
married, and two little sons came to 
bless their, humble home — Jim and 
John. Then in the summer of 1825, 
when the one was 25 and the other 
20 years of age, both parents sick- 
ened and died. The boys grew up 
in the town with their grandparents 
and are well rememberec by some of 
the older citizens. Many years ago 
they left Hopkinsville and nobody 
here knows where their descendants 
now live, for if living themselves 
they are now more than 80 years of 
age. 

Hopson. 

Nevil Hopson, who died 
was one of the early members of the 
Methodist church. His wife, Susan 
Hopson, survived her husband fif- 
teen years. They are buried side by 
near the center of the lot. 

Benj. W. Patton. 

In his day Benjamin W. Patton 
was one of the leading lawyers of 
Western Kentucky. He was born in 
Clark county, Ky., in 1788 and died 
in this city in 1825. one year before 
Robt. P. Henry, another brilliant 
young lawyer, whose grave is not 
thirty feet from his, passed away. 
He was liberally educated and a 
graduate in law when he came tc 
:ity and soon acquired a bril- 
liant reputation as a strong and 
successful lawyer. He was an elo- 
quent orator. David S. Patton, his 
brother, read law with him and in 
1820 started the Kentucky Republi- 
can, the first paper published in 
Hopkinsville. He served in the leg- 
islature from 1830 to 1834 and after- 
wards moved to Paducah, where he 
died in 1837. 

rs. Margaret St. Patton, wife of 
Benjamin Patton and Mrs. Ann 
Patton, wife of William Patton, both 
of whom died young, are buried in 
the Patton lot.

May 2.— The State 
Board of Equalization to-day passed 
finally on the assessment of the prop- 
erty in the country of Trigg. It de 
termined that a raise of 8 per cent, 
should be placed upon the assessed 
value of farm lands and personalty 
subject to equalization, and the local 
assessment of town iot» be accepted.
